Floor, Aged Forty, and Fair Star. 

Olympic.—The Easter entertainments at this theatre consist of a new 
original drama, in three acts, entitled The Signal, the farce of The 
Young Widow, and a new grand burlesque extravaganza, called Cin- 
derella ; or, the Great Fairy and the Little Glass Slipper. The 
drama, which is the production of Mr. J. S. Coyne, is founded on the 
circumstances that attended the revolt which delivered the Tyrol from 
the yoke of Bavaria. The piece contains some very powerful and skil- 
fully developed melo. dramatic situations, and the principal characters were 
very successfully sustained by Mr. Laws, Mr. George Wild, Mr. Ro- 
gers, Miss Lebatt, and Miss L. Melville. This latter lady enacted 
with considerable power the part of Dorothea, “the heroine of the 
Tyrol,” and Mr. Wild, in the comic character of a travelling London 
lozenge manufacturer, obliged to join the insurgents, and compelled to 
become a patriot, succeeded in creating a great deal of amusement, hav- 
ing been ably assisted in his efforts by his facetious “ tiger,” Mr. Rogers. 
The farce which followed was amusingly performed by Messrs. Web- 
ster and Green, and Miss Hamilton, and Miss Lebatt. The extrava- 
ganza of Cinderella was principally amusing from the whimsical appear- 
ance of Mr. Wild in the character of the heroine. A burlesque ballet 
scene between him and some other substantial “ pets of the opera” 
created much laughter. The piece passed off, on the whole, most suc- 
cessfully. During the entre-acts Miss Eliza Gates danced some pus 
very gracefully, and came in for a fair share of the general approbation 
bestowed on the different performances. 

Victoria.—This theatre has been well attended during the week by 
the holiday folks, to witness no less than four pieces, namely a new drama, 
entitled Leontine, or Sixteen Years Ago, a ballet, called Ondine, (in 
which Mr. Frampton’s Juvenile Ballet company dance very prettily), a 
drama, entitled The Bridge of Kehl ; or, The Soldier and his Son, 
and a Norwegian tale of enchantment, written by Mr. Buckstone, called 
The Ice Witch: or, the Sea King and the Frozen Hand. The whole 
of the entertainments have been well received, and have given great 
satisfaction. 

Windsor Theatricals.—The amateur performance of the officers in 
garrison at Windsor took place last night. The pit as on a former 
similar occasion, was converted into stalls, and every part of the house 
was crowded. 

Cosmorama.—This beautiful exhibition re-opened on Easter Mon- 
day with an entirely new set of views. The subjects have been selected 
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with much judgment, and are calculated to display to the highest ad- 
vantage, the peculiar qualities of this style of painting. The illusion is 
as perfect as perhaps the power of paint can effect, and, consequently, in 
the execution there is hardly anything to be desired, and nothing to be 
regretted. 

Taglioni is en route to Paris from Italy, having been engaged at the 
Academie Royale for a limited number of nights: after which the cele- 
brated danseuse is expected to visit London.
